Be sie Coffee, aged 12, the only mem­ 
ber of the Coffins fam ily not instantly 
killed. 
Mrs. Runnells, aged 75; will die. 
M yrllne Btam ell. aged .1; will probar 
bly die 
Mrs. J. 
H. Cason. Tom Runnells, 
Wood Stansell and Andrew Stiepan are 
all Seriously hart. 
Mary Stiepan, Lizzie Runnells. J BL 
Cason, 
G eorgia Stansell, Gainesville 
Stansell. Tosh Stausell. Coleman Stan- 
sell were all badly bruised. 
Several other persons were more or 
I*-.* seriously injured, but their names 
are not known. 
The path of the storm was about 200 
yards wide and it traversed the country 
for 12 miles, beginning in the northern 
part of Cleburne county, near Irion City 
and moving southw ard 
Those who 
saw it say th at it was an immense 
funnel sha{>ed clond and th at itbound.-d 
along like a rubber ball, rising a t inter­ 
vals and leaping for several hundred 
yards w ithout doing any damage. Then 
when it descended it woald pick up 
booses and crush them to pieces, uproot 
trees or tw ist them off the level of 
the ground and sweep all before i t 
Louis Coffee's residence strong double 
log house situated on a little hill, was 
in the path of the storm. 
It was swept 
aw ay and the tim ber scattered for a 
mile. Ten of its occupants were instant­ 
ly killed. 
Except the body of the baby 
which was found uuder the rnias of the 
chimney, the corpse of the victims were 
carried half a mile and nine of them 
were found near together. 
Ever body 
had been stripped of its clothing. 
One 
was tw isted around a stum p and two 
others were headless. Besides the body 
of the fathei lay Bowsie Coffee, the only 
member of the fam ily not instantly 
killed. 
She was unconscious and her 
arm s were aronnd 
neck. 
She is unable to talk and will 
die. 
In the same neighborhood the resi­ 
dences of J. W. W ildot, J. H. Cason, 
Andrew Stiepan and Ben Stansell were 
wrecked and their occupants injured. 
N ear Heflin a white woman, whose 
name cannot be learned, was killed and 
five persons in the same fam ily h u rt 
It is estim ated that about 80 buildings 
were destroyed, between 20 and 25 per­ 
sons injured and over a score of farm s 
devastated. 
The storm lost its force 
ju st south of Heflin, near which place a 
dozen buildings were wracked. 
The tornado struck the northern por. 
tion of Madison county and did a great 
deal of dam age to houses and farm prop­ 
erty, but no lives reported loss. 
The telephone operator at Hazle Green 
reported that a tornado struck there, but 
before he could give further inform ation 
the wire failed. 
The dam age in the extreme southern 
portion of Tennessee cannot be estim at­ 
ed. 
Passengers arriving on trains from 
the north report th at people were com­ 
ing into the railw ay stations in quest of 
physicians to attend to the injured. 
A t Plevna. Ala.. the Steele place, a 
fine old home, was reduced to ruins by 
the wind. 
At Bism arck 11 tenem ent houses were 
blown down on a nearby plantation and 
two negro boys were killed, and 17 oth­ 
er negro tenants were injured.

Attention is called to the following 
from Penal Code. 
Art. 112. “ Any person who shall pur­ 
sue or follow any occupation, calling or 
profession or do any aet taxed by law, 
without first obtaining a license there­ 
for shall be fined in any sum not less 
than the amount of the taxes due and 
not more than double that eum.” 
From Art. 114. “ No prosecution shall 
be commenced against any person after 
procuring of said license notwithstand­ 
ing they may have followed such occu­ 
pation, calling or prolession before pro­ 
curing said license provided said license 
shall cover the time said person has ac­ 
tually followed said occupation, calling 
or profession.” 
Art. 117. “ It shall be the duty of the 
Tax Collector to make an affidavit be­ 
fore any justice ot the peace against any 
person, firm or association of persons 
engaging in or pursuing any occupation 
on which, under the laws of this state, 
a tax is imposed, who FAILS or refuses 
pay the same, and any collector of taxes 
who shall KNOWINGLY PERMIT any 
person, firm or association of persons to 
engage in or pursue any occupation on 
which a tax is imposed, without paying 
the same shall be fined in any 
not 
less thai! fifty nor more than five hun­ 
dred dollar s.” 
Provided that evidence 
that such collector has made affidavit 
herein required against such person, 
firm or association of persons, so pur­ 
suing any occupation in violation of 
law, shall be a defense.” 
A report on all occupations has been 
called for on April 1st. I must make 
affidavit or be fined $150.00.

The skeleton 
of a victim of the Windsor hotel fire has 
been found on the Forty-sixth street 
side. 
The remains were in such a con­ 
dition that it was impossible to toll 
whether they Wet* those of a male or a 
female. 
A human f<*ot with nearly all 
of the flesh still on it was also discover­ 
ed at the same spot. 
Little later the 
burned bono of a human leg so badly 
charred that it coaid not bo told wheth­ 
er it wa* that of a male or female was 
taken from the ruins. 
Jennie McKenna, 
reported missing, is at the Sisters home. 
Long Island. 
She was slightly burned. 
The work of rem oving the debris of 
W indsor hotel goes on night and day and 
much progress has been made. 
No 
picks or shovel are allow-ed the laborer--. 
They remove the debris 
w ith their 
hands. 
There is a twofold design in this 
method. 
First, there is the care to re­ 
cover valuables from 
the wreckage. 
W ere the debris taken up by the shovel­ 
ful jew elry and other property m ight 
thus be thrown unseen into the carts to 
he carried aw ay among the waste heaps. 
Every precaution is taken to collect all 
articles of value, so the workmen are a l­ 
lowed take up only the sm allest frag­ 
ments of w reckage and are instructed to 
search at every mom ent for hidden ] rop­ 
e ry . 
W hatever is found in this pro­ 
gress is turned over to the |>olioc and 
taken to a little shanty in Fifth avenue 
where Roundsman Nugent has estab­ 
lished headquarters and a property bu­ 
reau. 
Lest the workmen se.-n»te about 
their persons jew elry and other valua­ 
bles they come across in their labor they 
are carefully searched after they stop 
work before they are allowed to leave the 
ground. 
Formed in a long line they are 
m arched between two rows of w atchful 
policemen into the shanty where their 
clothing carefully overhauled for hidden 
treasure. 
But beyond all consideration for val­ 
uables in the care used in delving into 
the ruins is the thought of the human 
bodies which any touch m ight bring to 
light. 
It is in the mindfulness of the 
dead more than the rest that no pick of 
shovel is allowed the workmen, lest a 
blow should bury it iii one of those. 
Near by, w ith a corps of assistants is 
Dr. Blauvelt, of the health departm ent. 
Barrels of disinfectants are at bona to Is1 
sprinkled over the bodies when they are 
revealed. 
Dr. Dentin, the coroner s physician, 
w ith several aids w’aits for the time he 
shall be called upon bi perform his part. 
To him has been entrusted the office of 
caring for the dead and superintending 
their removal to the morgue. 
His de­ 
tails are all arranged. 
Each body as 
found will be sent to the police shed and 
there to lie numbered. 
Then it will be 
carried to the dead wagon, which is not 
to bt- summoned till wanted, and then 
to the morgue. 
To prevent confusion, such as followed 
the Hotel Royal and Park Place disaster.
